Ware. Seven thousand earthquakes in two 
centuries recorded in the catalogue of the 
Britich association. Trajan, the emperor,goes 
to ancient Antioch, and amid the splendors of 
his reception is met by an earthquake that 
nearly destroys the emperor’s life. Lisbon, 
fair and beautiful at one o'clock on the first of 
November, 1755. in six minutes 50,000 have 
perished, and Voltaire writes of them: ‘For 
that region it was the last judgment, nothing 
wanting but atrumpet!” Europe and Amer- 
ica feeling the throb; fifteen hundred chim- 
heys in Boston partly or fully destroyed.

But look at the disasters cyclonic. At the 
mouth of the Ganges are three islands—the 
Hattiah, the Sundeep and the Dakin Shabaz- 
pore. Inthe midnight of October, 1877, on 
ail those three islands the cry was: “The 
weters, the waters!” A cyclone arose and 
rolled the sea over those three islands, and of 
& population of 340,000, 215,000 were drowned. 
Only those were saved who had climbe to the 
top of the highest trees, Did you ever ses a 
cyclone? No? Then I pray God you may 
never see one. I saw one on the ocean, and it 
swept us Mg hundred miles back from our 
courte, and for thirty-six hours duriag the 
cyclone and after it we expected every m>- 
ment to go to the bottom. They told us defure 
we retired at nine o’clock that the beromater 
had fallen, but at eleven o’clock at night we 
were awakened with the shock of the 
waves. All the lights out. Crash! went al! 
the life boats. Waters rushing through the 
skylighis down into the cabin and down on 
the furnaces until they hissed and smoked in 
the deluge. Seven hundred people praying, 
blaspheming, shrieking. Our great ship 
poised a moment on the top of a mountain of 
phosphorescent fire, and then plunged down, 
down, down, until it seemed as if she never 
would again be righted. Ah! you never want 
to see acyclone atsea. But I was in Minne- 
sota where there was one of those cyclones 
on land that swept the city of Rochester 
from its foundations and took dwelling 
houses, barns, men, women, children, horses, 
cattle, and tossed them into indiscriminate 
ruin, end lifted a rail train and dashed it 
cowb,s mightier hand than that of the engin- 
eer on the air-brake. Cyclone in Kansas, 
cyclone in Missouri, cyclone in Wisconsin, 
cyclone in Illinois, cyclone in Iowa. Satan, 
prince ofthe power of the air, never made 
such ciyclonic disturbance as he has in our 
day. Andam I not right in saying that one 
of the characteristics of the time in which we 
live is disaster cyclonic? 

But look at the disasters oceanic. Shall I 
call the roll of the dead shipping? Ye mon- 
sters ofthe deep answer when lecall your 
names. Villede Havre! The Schiller! City 
of Boston! The Melville! The President! 
The Cimbria! But why should I go on call- 
ing the roll, when none of them answer, and 
the ro]] is as long asthe white scroll of the 
Atlentic surfat Cape Hatteras breakers. If 
the oceanic cables could report all the scat- 
tered life and all the bleached bones that they 
rub against in the depths of the ocean, what 
a meseage of pathos and tragedy for both 
beaches! Eighty fishermen perished off 
the coast of Newfoundland, and whole fleets 
oi them off the coast of England. God help 
the poor fellows at sea and give high seats in 
heaven tothe Grace Darlings,and the [da Lew- 
ises, and the life-boatmen hovering around 
Goodwin’s Sands and the Skerries. The sea, 
owning three-fourths of the earth, proposes 
to capture the other fourth, and is bombard- 
ing the land allaroundthe earth: the Dead 
sea rolls today where ancient cities stood. Pil 
lars of temples that stood on hills geologists 
find now three-quarters under the water, or 
altogether submerged. The sea having wreck- 
ed so many merchantmen and flotillas wants 
to wreck the continents, and hence disastors 
oceanic. ° 

Look at the disastrous epidemic. I speak not 
of the plague in the fourth century that rav- 
aged Europe; and in Moscow and the Neapol- 
itan dominions and Marsielles wrougaot such 
terror in the eighteenth century; but I look at 
the yeliow fevers and the choleras, and the 
diphtherias and the scarlet fevers and ty- 
phoids ofcur own time. Hear the wailing 
of Memphis and Shreveport andN ew Orleans 
and Savannah of the last two decades. From 
Hurdwer, India, where every twelfth year 
three million devotees congregate, the cara- 
vans brought the cholera, and that one dis- 
ease slew 18,000 ineighteen days in Bassorah. 
12,000 slain by it in India, and 25,000 in 
Egypt. Disasters epidemic. Someofthe fi- 
nest monuments in Greenwood, and Laurel 
Hill, end Mount Auburn are to doctors who 
lost their life battling with southern epidem- 
ic. 

But now I turn the leafin my subject and 
plant the white lilies and the palm tree 
amid the nightshade and the myrtle. Thia 
sce no more characterized by wonders of dis- 
aster than by wonders of blessing. Blessing. 
Blessing oflongevity. The average of human 
life rapidly increasing. Forty years now 
four hundred years once. The average 
of buman life practically greater now 
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than when Noah lived his 950 years, and Ma- | 


thusaleh lived his 969 years. Biessing of in- 
telligence: The Salmon P. Chases and the 
Abraham Lincolns and the Henry Wilsons of 
the coming times will not be required to read 
by pine-knot lights, or seated on shoemaker’s 
bench, nor will the Fergusons have to study 
astronomy while watching the cattle. Knowl- 
edge rolis its ideas along every poor man’s 
door, and his children mey go down and bathe 
in them. Ifthe philosophers of the last cen- 
tury were called up to recite in a class with 
our boys at school, those old philosophers 
would be sent down to the foot of the classes 
vecause they failed to answer the questional 
listorical alcoves‘and poetic shelves and mag- 
zine tables for all that desires to walk 
through them or sit down 
atthem. Blessings of quick information: 
Newspapers failing all around us thick as 
leaves in a September equinoctial. News 
three days old rancid and stale. We see the 
whole world twice a day—through the news- 
papers at the breakfast table, and through 
the newspapers at the teatable, with an ‘‘ex- 
tra’ here and there between. 

Blessings of gospel proclamation: Do you 
not know that nearly all the missionary s80- 
cieties hgve been born in this century? and 
nearly all the Bible societies, and nearly all 
the great philanthropic movements. A secre- 
tary of one of the denominations said to me in 
Dakota: “You were wrong when said our 
denomination averaged a new church every 
day of the year; they established nine in ene 
week, so you are far within the truth.” A 
clergyman of our own denomination said: “1 
have just been out establishing five mission 
stations.”’ I tell you, Christianity is on the 
march, while infidelity is dwindling into im- 
bécility; that was demonstrated recently in 
one of the American cities, where, after the 
blowing of the trumpets and the gathering of 
all the clans, there assembled a small 
group of semi-idiots to denounce the 
Christian religion and eulogize one 
of their dead patrons, a libertine, arrested in 
New York and Boston again and agaia for 
scattering obscene literature—that dead man 
the patron saint of the whole movement, 
While infidelity is thus dwindling and droop- 
ing down into imbecility and ind ecepcy, the 
wheel of Christianity is making about a thou- 
sand revolutions in a minute, All the copies 
ot Shakespeare and Tennyson and Disraeli, 
and ofany ten ofthe most popular writers 
of the day, less in number than the copies 
of the Bible going out from 
our printing presses. Two years 
ago,in six weeks, more than two mullion 
copies of the New Testament purchased, not 
given away, but purchased, because the world 
will have it. 

More Christian men in high official position 
today in Great Britain and in the United 
States than ever before. Stop that falsehood 
going through the newspapers—1 have seen it 
in twenty—that the- judges of the supreme 
court of the United States are all infidels ex- 
cept Judge Strong. By personal acquaint- 
ance | know three of them to 
be old-fashioned evangelical Christians, sit- 
ting at the holy sacrament of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and I suppose that the majority of 
them are staunch believers in our Christian 
religion. And then hear the dying words of 
Judge Black,a man who had been attorney 
general of the United States, and who had 
been secietary of the United States, no stronger 
lawyer of the conntry than Judge 
Black—dying, his wife, k neel- 
ing by bis ide, and he 
uttering that sublime and tender prayer, “0 
Lord God, from whom I derived my existence 
and in whom I have always trusted, take my 
spirit to Thyself and let Thy richest blessing 
come down upon my Mary.” The most pop- 
ular book today is Bible, and the mightiest 
institution is the church, and the greatest 
name among the nations, and more honored 
then any is the name of Jesus. 

Wonders of self-sacrifice: A clergyman told 
me inthe northwest that for six years he was

& missionary at the extreme north, living 400 
miles from # postothce, and sometimes he slept 
out of doors sn winter, the thermometer sixty 
and sixty-five degrees below zero, wrapped 
in rabbitekins woven together, I said: ‘Is it 
— You do not mean sixty and sixty- 

ve degrees below zero?” Hesaid: “I do; 
and I was happy.” All for Christ. Where is 
there any other being that will rally such en- 
thusiasm? Mothers sewing their fingers off 
to educate their boys for the gospel ministry. 
For nine years no jJuxury on the table, until 
the course through grammar school and col- 
lege and theological seminary be completed. 
Poor widow, putting her mite intothe Lord’s 
treasury, the face of emperor or president im- 
preesed upon the coin not so conspicuous as 
the blood with which she earned it. Millions 
of good men and women, but more women 
then men, to whom Christ is everything. 
Christ first and Christ last, aud Christ for- 
ever, 


Why, this age is not so characterized by in- 
vention and scientific exploration as it is by 
gospel proclamation. You can get no idea of 
it unless youcan ring all the church bells in 
one chime, and sound all the organs in one 
diapason, and gather all the congregations of 
Christendom in one loria in excelsis. 
Mighty campmeetings. Mighty ocean groves. 
Mighty Chautauquas. Mighty conventions of 
Christian workers. Mighty general assem- 
bhes of the Presbyterian church. Mighty 
conference of the Methodist church. 
Mighty associations of the Baptist church.

‘There may be many yearsof hard work yotbe- 
fore the consummation, butjthe signs are to me 
so encouraging that I would not be unbeliev- 
ing if I saw the wing of the apscalyptic angel 
spread for its last ieiiaptaa! flight in this 
cay’ssunset; orif tomorrow morring the 
ocean cables should thrillus with the news 
that Christ, the Lord, had alighted on Mount 
Olivet or Mount Calvary to proclaim univer- 
sal dominion.
